PREFACE. 

Suffice  it  to  reproduce  here  as  illustrating  the  antiquity 
and  beauty  of  Gaelic  Literature  the  hymn  by  St.  Columba. 
The  original  is  in  a  manuscript  in  the  Royal  Library  at 
Brussels  and  the  reader  is  referred  to  Skene's  Celtic 
Scotland  (Vol.  II.).  The  rendering,  with  but  one  slight 
change,  is  that  done  by  the  late  Sheriff  Alex.  Nicolson, 
who  died  13th  January,  1893.  Colum  Cille,  the  founder 
of  the  monastery  of  Iona,  was  born  in  521  A.D.  in 
Donegal,  and  died  in  Iona  in  597  A.D.

2.  The  Brooch  of  Lome. 

The  Chief  of  the  MacDougals,  then  Lords  of  Lorn, 
"hated  Bruce  on  account  of  his  having  slain  the  Red 
Comyn,  to  whom  this  M'Dougal  was  nearly  related.  Bruce 
was  again  defeated  by  this  chief  ...  at  a  place  called 
Dairy.  .  .  .  Three  followers  of  M'Dougal,  a  father  and  two 
sons,  called  M'Androsser,  all  very  strong  men,  when  they 
saw  Bruce  .  .  .  protecting  the  retreat  of  his  followers,  made 
a  vow.  .  .  .  The  whole  three  rushed  on  the  King  at  once. 
.  .  .  The  father,  seeing  his  two  sons  .  .  .  slain,  flew  des- 
perately at  the  King,  and  grasped  him  by  the  mantle  so 
close  to  his  body,  that  he  could  not  have  room  to  wield  his 
long  sword.  But  with  the  heavy  pommel  of  that  weapon,  or, 
as  others  say,  with  an  iron  hammer  which  hung  at  his  saddle- 
bow, the  King  struck  this  third  assailant  so  dreadful  a  blow 
that  he  dashed  out  his  brains.  Still,  however,  the  Highlander 
kept  his  dying  grasp  on  the  King's  mantle ;  so  that  to  be  free 
of  the  dead  body  Bruce  was  obliged  to  undo  the  brooch,  or 
clasp,  by  which  it  was  fastened,  and  leave  that  and  the 
mantle  itself  behind  him.  The  brooch,  which  fell  thus  into 
the  possession  of  M'Dougal  of  Lorn,  is  still  preserved  in  that 
ancient  family,  as  a  memorial  that  the  celebrated  Robert 
Bruce  once  narrowly  escaped  falling  into  the  hands  of  their 
ancestor"  (v.  Ch.  viii.  Scott's  Tales  of  a  Grandfather). 
In  1647  it  passed  into  the  possession  of  Campbell  of 
Inverawe;  in  1825  General  Campbell  of  Lochnell  purchased 
the  brooch  and  caused  it  to  be  presented  to  the  MacDougal 
of  MacDougal  (v.  The  Celtic  Monthly,  March  and  July, 
1906).

3.  The  Ballochyle  Brooch. 

This    brooch    has   long   been   in    the   possession   of  the 
Ballochyle  family,  and,  according  to   family   tradition,  was 
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originally  acquired  at  a  remote  period,  on  the  occasion 
of  the  marriage  of  the  Laird  of  Ballochyle  with  the 
daughter  of  Lamont  of  Lamont.  Even  to  a  late  period 
it  had  been  used  as  a  talisman  or  charm  against  witch- 
craft and  disease,  both  for  man  and  cattle,  being  dipped 
into  the  potion  prepared  for  the  sick.  The  brooch  is 
silver  gilt,  set  with  a  rock-crystal  in  the  centre,  and 
bearing  the  inscription  around  it,  somewhat  rudely  cut,  in 
Roman  characters : 

"DE   SERVE   AND    HAIF   THE    HEVIN    BABAIF." 
("  Deserve  and  have  the  heaven  above.") 

It  measures  5  J  inches  in  greatest  diameter,  and  appears 
to  belong  to  the  latter  part  of  the  sixteenth  century. 

The  initials  m.c,  a  shield  bearing  the  gyronny  of  the 
Campbells,  and  the  leopard's  head  of  the  Maclvers,  are 
each  twice  repeated  on  its  ornamental  border ;  and  a 
stamp,  probably  that  of  the  assay-master,  a  shield  with 
the  Roman  letters  v.s.  interlaced,  is  also  repeated  twice 
on  the  back  and  twice  on  front. 

Dr.  Wilson,  late  Secretary  to  the  Society  of  Antiquaries 
of  Scotland,  comparing  the  brooch  with  the  style  and 
workmanship  of  others,  is  of  opinion  that  it  was  made  in 
Scotland  about  the  time  of  Queen  Mary,  and  that  in  all 
probability  the  stone  was  removed  from  some  more  ancient 
setting  and  mounted  in  its  present  form ;  that  the  charm- 
stones,  to  which  class  it  belongs,  were  held  in  great 
veneration,  and  have  been  handed  down  from  a  very 
remote  antiquity.  The  stone  in  the  centre  of  the  brooch 
of  Lorn,  worn  by  Robert  the  Bruce,  is  of  the  same 
nature  and  form.  It  exhibits  a  peculiar  element  in  orna- 
mentation and  architecture,  which  the  Scots  had  a  lively 
perception  of,  viz.,  that  of  repetition  of  the  same  line  at 
regularly  varying  intervals,  which  is  shewn  also  in  the 
mouldings  on  ecclesiastical  buildings,  castles,  and  dwelling 
houses  at  an  early  period.

The  Bruce  Brooch,  given  by  King  Robert  the 
Bruce  to  the  direct  ancestor  of  the  present  owner. 

The  Brooch  of  Ugadale  was  presented  by  Robert  the 
Bruce,  about  1306,  to  Gilchrist  MacYmar  Mac  Ay,  who 
hospitably  entertained  him  at  Ugadale  and  conducted  him 
across  the  hill  to  Arnicle,  where  he  pointed  out  the  Irish 
coast.  The  place  where  they  parted  is  marked  by  a 
standing  stone  known  as  "Cross  Mackay " — the  lands 
they  walked  over  were  Crown  lands. 

On  parting  Bruce  made  known  who  he  was,  and  handed 
Mackay  his  Brooch,  promising  that  if  ever  he  obtained 
the  Kingdom  he  would  give  the  lands  to  Mackay.  On 
becoming  King,  Bruce  sent  for  Mackay  and  gave  him  a 
charter  of  the  lands  of  Ugadale  and  Arnicle,  copy  of  which 
may  be    seen    in  the  Haddington   Collection,  vol.  ii.  p.  41. 

The  lands  of  Ugadale  and  Arnicle,  along  with  the 
Brooch,  passed  to  the  Macneals  of  Lossit  in  the  17th 
century  by  the  marriage  of  Catherine  Mackay,  only  child 
of  Daniel  Mackay  of  Ugadale  and  Arnicle,  to  Torquil 
Macneal  of  Lossit.

Note  by  Mrs.  G.  E.  Forbes.— Queen  Mary's  Veil,  of 
which  the  above  is  an  engraving,  was  originally  in  the 
possession  of  my  great-grandfather,  Sir  John  Stuart  of 
Allanbank,  Bart,  (born  17 14,  died  1769).  He  gave  it  to 
his  eldest  daughter  Elizabeth,  wife  of  Cavaliere  Cicciaporci. 
It  next  passed  into  the  hands  of  her  daughter,  Countess 
Baldelli,  from  whom  it  was  borrowed  by  the  Cardinal  of 
York,  who  had  expressed  a  great  wish  to  see  it.  He 
refused  to  return  it,  but  sent  a  sketch  of  it  to  Count  Baldelli. 
A  law-suit  ensued  which  was  given  in  favour  of  the  Cardinal. 
The  Veil  was  then  consecrated,  and  deposited  in  the  Jesuit 
College  at  Rome.  It  was,  however,  eventually  restored  to 
the  family  of  Stuart  on  the  death  of  the  Cardinal,  who 
bequeathed  it  in  his  will  to  Sir  John  Hippisley,  his  friend 
and  benefactor,  and  to  Lady  Hippisley,  his  wife,  a  daughter 
of  Sir  John  Stuart  and  sister  of  Madame  Cicciaporci.  They 
left  the  precious  relic  to  their  only  child  Margaret,  who 
married  Thomas  Horner  of  Mells  Park,  and  it  is  now  in 
the  possession  of  her  grandson,  John  F.  Fortescue  Horner, 
of  Mells  Park,  Somersetshire.  This  engraving  was  given  to 
me  by  my  cousin  Madame  Baldelli  at  Florence  in  1898.

131.   Skellater's  Cattle  Brand. 

Corgarff  and  Strathdon,  Aberdeenshire — both  of  which 
chiefly  belonged — from  an  ancient  date — "the  former  from 
1400" — to  the  Forbeses  of  Skellater — were  frequently 
forayed  by  Catterine  from  the  neighbouring  countries,  and 
many  are  the  traditions  of  skirmishes,  generally  successful 
for  the  recovery  of  the  missing  cattle.  One  of  the  Lairds 
of  Skellater,  supposed  to  have  been  George  Forbes,  who 
flourished  in  1600,  made  some  sort  of  an  agreement  with 
the  Catterine  that  they  would  respect  any  cattle  with  his 
mark  on  them ;  so  this  Brand  was  made  and  yearly  sent 
round  to  all  his  tenants  for  the  purpose  of  marking  their 
calves,  and  which,  in  all  instances,  appears  to  have  saved 
them  from  being  carried  off  afterwards.  This  Brand  was 
regularly  used  till  the  '45.
